"SOLUTION. Richmond, Va., Oct 11,1850.
The Conveniloi met tbto morning at half-past nine

.'clock.
The ust a! morning roligious service was read by the

Rev. Dr Whipple, Bishop elect of Minnesota, and the
Rev. Dr. Gregg, Bishop elect of Texas.
The Psisides* then called the Convention to order, and

the mimiic-t of yesterday's proceedings being read and

approved, the President called for reports from standing
committees, but nono were made.
Gov. Hunt, of MW York, said it would be recollected

that a resolution was adopted by the House a few dai igo

in reference to the report of the Board of Trust "ii tlio

funds for the relief or iho orphans and widows ol de¬

ceased clergymen and of aged, infirm and disabled clei gy-

men. That resolution was offorcd with a view to tako the

cense of the House on the adoption of the rejtort as pro-

Bented. or its reference to iho Joiui Committee of Canons

cf both houses, pis resolution to adopt the report with

cnt its reference was earried. But it appears that the

Boikc of |bsso<1 a resolution for iho appointment
«f a joint committee to which that report shall bo re¬

ferred, and have appointed a committee to act with a

committee of this House for the consideration of this

report. It gppearod to him to bo proper tbat a

committee should be appointed by this House to
act with the committee of the House of Bishops, to

consider this most important subject and to determine
whether any further action is necessary in reference to it.
No one will question the great and salutary purpose that
will be accomplished by the aid of this fund, and it op
peared to him that an appeal should be made to the mem
hers of this Convention and an active effort made on the
part of the wtiole church in aid of this institution and of
the accumulation of the fund created by it, for the sup
port of such of the clergy who in the latter part' of their
career are reduced, perhaps, to the necessity of relying
upon the charity and benevolence of their brethren. He-
would now propose the following resoliJUon:.
Resolved. That n committee of three be appointed on the part

.f this House to unite with a committee of the House of Bishops
i joint committee 011 the report of the Heart! of Trustees and

the fund for the widows and orphans of deceaaed clergymen
I disabled <lor aged, Infirm and disabled clergymen.

Mr. Hoffman, of New York, said that the House of
Bfebopshad not reci-ivol a copy of the resolution which
was adopted by this House, approvitg of the plan and
ccht-me reiiortcd to tiiis House for the management of th-
fund, and ihey passed a resolution appointiug a joint com
mittco to take into consideration the subject of that re¬
port. and also to appoint a joint committee for the purpose
at nominating seven trustees of the fuud. The House wil.
recollect that he (Mr. H.) had said, when litis subject was
before the House, that under the charter it was not ncces-
earv a Dew appointment of trustees should take place; but
Ike"House of Bishops thought R was a matter of gTeat iro
nort&nce. and that the appointment should take place,fhe resolution of his friend from New York (Gov. Hunt)
wac therefore proper: but it would be necessary, in the

r-sent situation of the case in this House and the House
Bishops, that something elso should be done, especially

for the n-miinatnm of a joint committee. Ho would, there
fare, offer the following resolutions:.
Resolved. That this House concur in the appointment of a

M&B it tee of seven to nominate a board of trustees of the fund
fcr orphans and widows of deceased i-lergymen. and aged, in
firm and disabled clergymen of ihel'rotestaut Episcopal church
of the United slates, and that be a committee on the partcif this House

Resolved, that a copy of the resolutions of this House adopt-
eg the (bird day of ihe sesaim. respecting the report of the
trustees, he sent to the House of Bishops; also a copy of these
resolutions.
Gov. Hvst accepted these resolutions in lien of his own.
The question on their adoption was then pat and carried.
Dr. Hill, of California, said he had a resolution to offer,

and he would not preface it by saying it would not lead to
ihBCUssion. for it inevitably would; but he did not desire a
fitocus-don upon it now. Ho merely brought it before the
House, and if the Convention would be kind enough to
grant him a short interval, he would try to give his rea¬
sons for the change which it proposed to accomplish.

» bishopRtent a: ihis time to elect three missionary bishops.one for .Ve-
hraska ard Utah, one for Arkansas and the Indian territory,
and one for New Mexico and Arizona.
He moved that this be made the special order for Fri¬

day next.
Dr. ijmKJOii.N moved to amend by referring it to the

Committee on Foreign and Itorn--tic Missionary Society.
Dr. Hut hoped the gentleman would not press that mo

tton. but allow the resolution to go before the House for
immediate action.

Dr. L. refused to withdraw his amendment
Dr. Hut. inquired if the gentleman was a member of

the committee to which he proposed to refer the subject
He <Dr. H.) had no voice on that committee: yet he, if it
would report baek to this House so that it could be disc tsscd
an Friday, would have no objection to its reference. If
not he would desire that it should be acted on by the
House without reference.

Dr. Ijttiejohn expressed himself in favor of the resolu¬
tion substantially as it was offered, but ho was anxious to
have it referred.

Mr. Huntington, of Connecticut, was in favor of refer-
ning the subject, and of an early report.

Dr. Hh.l having waived his objections to the reference,
M was ordered to be committed.

COV ItTEST TO GOV. WISE.
Mr. HomuN,o.p New York, offered the following resold

Hons:.
Resolved, That this House is desirous of presenting us respects

aa a body to his Excellency the Goverior of the State of Vlr
ginia. ,Resolved, That a committee of throe be appointed to c vnrnu-
aieate this resolution to bis Excellency, and ascertain if it is

Wtreble to him to state what time and place it may be nulla
for him to receive them.

Dr. I-nTLEJOHN doubted the propriety of the adoption of
that resolution. A similar resolution was altered iu the
House of Bishops, and they declined to adopt it, because it
made it obligatory upon them to visit the Governor in
their official capacity as the House of Bishops; meanwhile,
they declared their purpose to visit him informally,
and, as he undcrstisxl, they did so. Ho (Dr. L.)
would be very happy himself to pay nis re¬
spects to his Excellency; but, as he said, he questioned
the wisdom or propriety of visiting him in an official ca¬

pacity. Such a course is without precedent in this body,
¦nut be could see no special reason, beyond tho demands
of courtesy, why this body should take the course indi¬
cated by the resolution.

Mr. Ooskad, of Virginia, advocated tho resolution, and
treat on to say that it having been once offered, it had bet
ter be pa-ecd. While ho hud no political affinities with
the Governor of this commonwealth, he had a high pergo¬
nal regard for him, and it was in this connection alone
mad the respect which this compliment would indicate in
reference to the State of which he was the representative,
that he advocated the adoption of the resolution. He sub
marued that it was but an act of courtesy, and he thought
that the resolution being offered should be adopted, lest
its rejection or withdrawal l>e construed into an act of dis¬
courtesy. He did not think that ,;he action of tho House
Of Bishops should be regarded as a precedent in this mat¬
ter, because, that body being composed of comparatively
few, might, with all propriety, dispense with formal
visit and act as they have done; this body being greater
M point of numbers, it could hardly be supposed that all
would pay their respects to his Excellency in an informal
manner. Ho would repeat, that this resolution being pre¬
sented by a respectable member of this body, it would
look like an act of repudiation or discourtesy were they to
decline acting upon it.

Dr. Littlbjohs said, in view of the reasons presented
by the gentleman from Virginia (Sir. Conrad), he would
lieg leave to withdraw his opposition to the resolution.

Mr. Gcammrh, of Maryland, was not in favor of binding
this body to ktbc action whicn the resolution presented.
Ixrag since, by the advice of one of the wisest heads that
ever took part in the councils of this church, they were
admonished against bestowing attention upon any
matter that did not strictly belong to the inter¬
ests of the church. That wise man said that the Con¬
vention ought never to engage iu any measure
outside of its own business. And now tie would suggest
to the gentleman from Virginia that the proper action
would be not to offer this resolution, but to make a motion
to adjourn at an early hour to enable any Individual mem
tiers, who may desire to do so, to wait on the Governor
and pay him their respects, and have the object of the
adjournment entered upou the record. This precedent,
tf once established, would be followed np at all future
Conventions, else it would be deemed an insult to the
Governors of other States to omii such ;i mark of respectto them. He would therefore suggest that the best
course to pursue would be for the gentleman from New
York to withdraw his resolution, and bake the course
which he had Just indicated. Whenever members shall
have suggested their desire to pay their respects to the
Governor, why, of course, it will be understood as a vcrv
satisfactory reason why the hettse should adjourn. Fo'r
Mis own part he would take the very tlrst occasion to payMis personal respect to Governor Wise. Such a compli¬
ment will be quite as acceptable to the Governor a' If a
formal visit was paid him as proposed by the resolution.
He hoped, therefore, his Mend from New York (Mr.Hofftaan) would withdraw his resolution, and allow it to
be spread upon the journal that when this body shall ad-
journ it shall do so for tho purpose of enabling" the mem
ben of the house to pay their personal respects to Gov.
WMe.Mr! HomtAN said he most cordially acceded to the sag.
gestion of the gentleman. He arose to make this propo¬
sition, under the influence of two considerations;.First,
because he was under the impression that the House of
Bishops had adopted a similar course: and. secondly,
because be felt that be was treading upon ground so
sacred and illustrious from the memory of the
great dead of the nation, that it was hut pro¬
per that some mark of respect should be paid
to the representative of tho Ptate of VirgiDia in the
person of her representative head, the Governor of
the State. And where we never before have met
in the capital of any State in the Union, the excep¬
tion made in this instance might be deemed justi¬
fiable; while, moreover, such a mark of respect
would be regarded as a natural tribute from the
feelings of the heart to tho great State of Virginia. A
Suggestion. however, having been made that this would
be a deviation from that wise rule prescribed by the high
awthority cejerred to by the gentleman, be (Mr. H.)
would abandon his motion, fooling deeply that the dis¬
tinguished individual reforred to (Gov. Wise) cannot but
0se the wisdom of this course, and caunot hut feel that no
kUsrcFpect is intended to him. He wonld, therefore, unite
cordially in withdrawing the motion which be made, and
adopting the suggestion which his friend from Marvland
fMr. Chambers) had offered. If he had not reduced that
.uggeeUott to form he would ask him to do so.

Mr. Qm.vmcrs evinced an evident unwillingness to com¬
ply witii this request, and seemed as if lie would prefer it
should be done by somebody else. He so expressed him-
nclf in a low tone of voice.

Mr. Hokfomv said, before any vo e was taken on tho
fuggegtion he thought it would ho well to appoint a corn- 1

mittee to ascertain the pleasure of the Governor as to
where he should be found.
Mr. Hi'.nti'm.ton, of Connecticut, said he Tell compelled

very reluctantly to Interpose lit tiffs matter. Ho had no
doubt himself bat that Governor Wise would prefer that
they would take no formal action upon the subject. Ho
("Mr. H.) knew something of hie sentiments in this regard,
and lie presumed that there was no geutlemon present
who would r.nt pay his respects to hla Excellency before
leaving. He saw no difference between the resolu¬
tion of the gentleman from New York (Mr Hofltaan)
and the suggestion of the gentleman from Maryluua
, Mr Chambers). Both would be the eame in effect.
They would be committing this Convention to what will
bo termed by many a political move. Now, bo did
think that they should pursue a course which would not
even involve a suspicion of this character, and keep the
church from all political connections. Ho (Mr. H.) had
great respect for Governor Wtao and the State of Vrglnia,
and in obedicuoo to that fooling ho would take occasion to
pay to him his respects. Ho had been at his house a

ready, as had othor gentlemen here, and the time there
gpeut was peculiarly agreeable to him, as it was, ho had
no doubt, to the other geutlemon who visited him. Ho
r> carded it as Impolitic to put uisin tho records one word
that would in any way officially couuoct them with tho
d -unguished public mou of the country. Ho thought tho
w In '.< matter should stop here, and that every gentleman
should bo pormitted to wait upon tho Governor or not, at
his discretion.

Mr. Wklsii, of Pennsylvania, desired to know if this
Convention did not meet at Philadelphia, when tho head
of the nation rcsidod there, and whether it then waited
on thnt individual.

Mr. Mkvhi.vuir, of South Carolina, Inquired of the gen¬
tleman from New York (Mr. Hoffman) whether ho with¬
drew his resolution.
Mr. H. answered In the affirmative.
Mr. Mk.mmi.mikk.This he regarded as tho best course

that could be adopted. The proper plan was to take uo
action whatever upon the subject, but to leave all to take
whatever courso they doomed tho most appropriate. This
was the course of wisdom, and he trusted that the gen¬
tleman from Maryland (Mr. Chambers) would also with¬
draw his suggestion, and leave the members to act in
their individual capacities as seemed to them best. Ho
deemed it exceedingly impolitic to make any entry upon
tiro record associating this body, in any rontoto form,
with political movements. Any" marks of courtesy ojafcq0mtended to Governor Wise would bo as much apprei
Without this formality as with it.

.Mr. Ciuin khs said he could tell the gentleman that his
experience in the house is that it has frequently adiournod
for purposes not connected with their official duties. For
instauoe, they adjourned at Cincinnati in conformity with
an Invitation to go on an excursion; and they accepted at
several other places and they adjourned to attend these
invitations^ But this was done,not by any resolution, but
as tho rvsult of a general understanding by which all
seemed to be governed. At all events, since ho (Mr.
Chambers) had discharge d himself from the odium wuich
might attach to a disregard of this matter, he would with¬
draw the suggestion which he had offered.
With this withdrawal the whole subject was dropped.

Mr. Conrad, of Ya., proposed on amendment by mov¬
ing its reference to a special joint committee. He made
that motion because lie believed the Committeo on Canons
of both houses had already enough of business before
them.

Sir. Evans said it struck him tho wiser course would be
to allow it to go before tho joint committee, for it would
almost certainly have to be referred to that committee at
last.
Mr. Conrad withdrew his amendment, and the resolu¬

tion was referred as indicated bv its mover.
Mr. Evans then offered the following resolution:.
Resolved (the House of Bishops concurring), That the pro¬posed canon A. entitled. "Of the definition of terms," printed

posed canons sent herewith tn manuscript and severally entitled,"Of difficulties between ministers and their congregations,"
and "Of the officiating of ministers within the cures 01 others,"
shall be referred to the joint committee appointed to consider
the report on the digest of the canons.
The following are the last two canons referred to as ap

pearing in manuscript:.
TITLE 2, CANON 5."OF DimCCLTlES BETWEEN MINISTERS AND

THEItt CONGREGATIONS."
In ease of controversy between ministers who now hold or

may hereafter hold a rectorship or assistant ministership of
any church or pnrish, and the veatry or congregation of anychurch or parish, which cannot be settled by themselves, the
parties, or either of them, may make application to the lesbopof the dioeesg, who shall thereupon summon a meeting of the
twelve senior presbyters of the diocess, or all of them If there
are not more than twelve. If It shall appear to the bishop and
a majority of the presbyters present at such meeting, thit there
Is no hope of a favorable termination of such controversy, and
that a dissolution of the connection which exists between such
minister and his congregation Is necessary to restore the peace
of the church aud promote its prosperity, the bishop and tlie
ssiil presbyters shall recommend to inch minister to relinquishbis connection with such church or parish ou such conditions as
may appear proper und reasonable to the said bishop and
presbytrrt.

2. If there he no bishop, a similar application may be tnade
to the Convention of the diocess, whereupon such Convention
may either ret upon the case itself or delegate power to do so
to the Standing Committees or the Committee of Presbyters of
the Convention; the Standing Committee anting under such dele¬
gated powers, or the Committee of Presbyters, as the case maybe, to have the same power and authority as the bishop ana
presliy ters mentioned in the first clause of (his section.

3. If any rector or assistant minister shall refuse to complywith the recommendation of the bishop and presbyters men¬
tioned in the lirst clause of this section, or the Convention, Stand¬
ing Committees, or Committee of Presbyters mentioned In the
last clause of this section, the ecclesiastical authority, takinglite bishop to Its aid, if the diocess shall lie vacant, may at their
discretion proceed according to the canons of the church to sus¬
pend such rector or assistant minister from the exercise of mid-
sterial duties within the diocess, until he shall retract his refu¬
sal; or if ft vestry or congregation shall refuse to comply w ith
such r<commendation, they shall not be allowed any represen¬
tation in the lliocessn Convention until they shall have retract¬
ed their refusal.
TITLE 2.CANON 12..OFFICIATING Or MINISTERS WITHIN THE

CPUS OF OTHERS.
1. No minister belonging to this church shall officiate either

by preaching, reading prayers, or otherwise, except in visitingthe sick, administering baptism, or the Holy Communion to the
sick, solomeni/lcg matrimony between persons, one or both of "

whom shall belong to hisown cure, or burying the dead, within
the parish or parochial cure of another, unless with the ex-

firesi permission of the minister of tho parish or parochial care
a which lie shall so officiate, or If stu b cure be vacant, or tho
minister thereof be absent, of the church wardens and vestry¬
men of the congregation, or tho majority of them.

2. The ascertainment and defining of the boundaries of exist¬
ing as well as the establishment pit' new churches and congre¬
gations, the forming of new churches Is left to the action of the
several diocesan conventions of the dioceses respectively.

S. Until a canon or other regulation of a diocesan convention
shall have been adapted, the formation of ne.v parishes, or
establishment of new churches or oongregatious within the
limits of other parishes, shall be rested In the Itlsliop of the
I)io:e»s acting and with the advice and consent of the standing
committees thereof; and, Incase of there being no Bishop lo
ecclesiastical authority, provided that no church building shall
be erected or occupied for the purpose of worship, if such
church be within one mile of any church building owned or
occupied by any organized congregation in convei.tion with
this church, without permission of the minister and vestry of
such congregation.

i. Until action is had by the dioceses respectively no parish
or parochial cure shall lie taken in any city, town or horough,
or village having more than 2.000 inhabitants, to extend half a
mile In every direction from the church building with which it
Is connected; in either case the limits of the parochial euro
shall be coextensive with this, and the district within whicb the
church building with which it is connected, such district being
one established by law for election purposes, the voters resid¬
ing within which are to vote at one place.
There arc two other sections in this canon which are of

little importance to the reader, inasmuch as they rotate
chiefly to the same sMlijoct contained in the preceding sec¬
tion, and the right of ministers to olllciato within the sew
limits prescribed by the foregoing sections.

Dr. Vinton, of Pennsylvania, offered an amendment to
these canoDB, as follows:.

Section 1. Parish boundaries in each diocess of this church
may be established by the Convention thereof.

See. 2. Canon 9 of 18A3 Is hereby repealed.
After some debate as to the reference of this whole sub-

jcot and the printing of these canons, it was finally dis¬
posed of by the following resolution, offered by Dr. Ste¬
vens, of Pennsylvania:.
Resolved. That the Committee on Canons be requested to re¬

port to Ibis house upon the subject of the above canons on
i-uturdAy next, and that the consideration thereof be made the
order ot the day for Saturday, at one o'clock.
The order of tbc day next came up, which was an

amendment to the third article of the constitution.
Dr. LtTTLKjoiiN moved that the vote upon it be taken at

one o'clock P. M.
Mr. McCrauv. of South Carolina, opposed this motion,

on the ground tnat the subject was of too much impor¬
tance to he passed by so abruptly. It was, moreover,
unjust to exclude from a participation in the debate those
gentlemen who sat patiently listening lo the arguments of
those who had spoken upon the question.
On motion of Dr. Vinton, of New York, the motion fix¬

ing one o'clock as the time for taking the vote was laid
upon the table.
Dr. Wiijieh, of Pennsylvania, who was entitled to the

floor, proceeded to address the hotts" briefly in opposition
to the amendment; and he was followed by

Mr. George S. Ykiu.sk, of Miss., who discussed tbc
question at great length.a largo portion of big address
lining devoted to a vindication of Ihe bishops from a

charge made against them yesterday by a member, of it

disposition to tyrannize and override the clerical and lay
members of tho church.
Gov. Hrxr offered a few remarks in support of the

amendment; after whicb Mr. H. D. Evans, the mover of
the twnendment, seeing, as be said, a probability of its de¬
feat, submitted a motion to lay the whole subject on the
table, which was agreed to.

Dr. R. M. Mason, of North Carolina, submitted the fol¬
lowing report from the Committee ou the Consecration of
Bishops:.

Bishop elect of Minnesota, having been approved by thishouse, and the testimonials from this house having been signedby a constitutional majority of the clerical and lay members otIbe House of Deputies, this house do now hereby assent to theconsecration of the said fonr bishops elect,
Resolved, That the rnregoing resolution, with the testimonialsfrom this bouse, be transmitted by the decretory to the Houseof Bishops.
Both these resolutions were adopted.
The resolution of the House of Bishops, fixing Pldladcl-

phia as the next place of meeting for the Convention, in¬
stead of Chicago, as determined by the house somo days
ago, was called up by Dr. Talbot, and a motion being made
by Mr Chambers, of Md., that tho house concur in the
resolution of the House of Bishops, it was decided in tho
negative.
A motion was then made that the house adhere to its

resolution fixing Chicago, and that tho Committee on Con¬
ference be nsked.

This question was being dismissed up to tho hour Of
three o'clock, the time fixed for adjournment.

TI1E PLACE FOR THE COSSBCRATIOS OF THE BISHOP ELECT.
Dr. Maha.n, of X. J., offered a resolution that a joint

committee of conference be appointed to ascertain whether
any alteration could be made in the arrangement made by
the presiding bishop for the consecration to-morrow.

Mr. Coxrap, of Va., said, as he understood the message
sent down from tho presiding bishop, it was peculiarly
within his discretion to name a place for the consecration,
lie presumed, therefore, that this was not a subject for a
committee of conference, and he would ask the gentleman
so to form his resolution as merely to ask the presiding
bishop to reconsider his arrangement.

Dr. F. J. Clkro, of Mo., offered a resolution to the effect
tbnt a committee of three be appointed to express to tho
right revorend bishops their disapprobation of the ar¬
rangement made, and to suggest the propriety of holding
the consecration in different churches. Dr. C. said he had
understood that tho presiding bishop, by way merely of
testing tho senso of tho House upon his view of the ar¬
rangement, took an informal vote on yesterday, and it
was probable that ho was influenced by tho result or that
vote to make the arrangement which ho has reported to
this House. He thought that some such plan as he pro¬
posed would bo satisfactory.

Dr. W. T. D. Dalxeli. said it was an essential part of
tlie consecration service that the I/trd'a Supper should
be administered. Ho desired to know whether ade¬
quate preparations could bo made for this purpose at
the place designated by tho presiding bishop. Ho
trusted that ail personal considerations in connection
with this matter would be laid aside, and that the House
would act with duo regard to tho consecration service
alone. He would always bow to the authority of his rightreverend fathers; but his Information in respect to the
place designated for the consecration led him to tho conclu¬
sion that the services could not be conducted there in a
manner becoming so solemn an occasion. Ho hoped that
Fome bettor arrangement would be made, and that the
presiding bishop would bo Induced to reconsider his nc
tion, to afford an opportunity of doing so. Ho would con¬
cur in any measure for causing the consecration to bo held
in a church, for none could form a conception of the cha¬
racter of the congregation which would bo likely to as¬
semble around the scone if tho square is chosen.

Dr. Mead, of Conn., said that while ho bad a high re¬
spect for tho action of the House of Bishops, tie field thoy
were sometimes fallible. They had neglected in this in¬
stance, ho thought, to look at tho Rubric, in
which it is stated beforo tho consecration service
commences, and when all things arc duly prepared in
the church, after tho morning prayers, tho presidingbishop shall begin the communion service. Now, this evi¬
dently contemplates that the consecration service shall
take place in a church, and the Capitol square 1r not es¬
sentially a church in the conception of this Rubric. And
then it goes on to say that after the Gospel, the bishop to bo
consecrated shall bo presented to the presiding bishop,sitting in liis ehair near the holy table. Capitol square
would be rather a disagreeable plucc for the right reverend
father to be seated, and, in fact, for many others, espe¬
cially those who had no hair on their heads. (The Doctor
is perfectly bald.) He would then suggest that thoy, as a
bouse, remind their right revorend fathers that thoy have
forgotten tho very first part of tho Rubric relating to the
consecration service, nnd ask that they would alter their
arrangements.

Mr. Edward Staxlet, of Cal., after a few preliminaryremarks, stated that the psalm "And all in His holy tem¬
ple over the earth shall keep silence before Him" would
be sung durieg the service, and at that time it would bo
exceedingly inopportune if a dog fight should commence
or old women should come up offering their apples for
sale. It was horrible to contemplate, the carrying on of
the service or consecration in a place whore there was
a probability of such interruption, and whero an assemblywould "bo collected of a character which would by no
means comport with the solemnity of the occasion. He
trusted lliat such arrangement would be made as would
save them the revolting spectacle of a scene like this.

Dr. Smith, of 8. C., quoted from the Rubric to show that,at a certain stage of the services, a tablo having a while
linen cloth shall stand in the body of the church or within
the chancel, and deduced from that the intention of hold¬
ing of the consecration service in a church.

Dr. Mi-nxtwieradk gold of all the places that could be se¬
lected for tho consccrntiou the Capitol square was the
least suitable. As to tho steps leading up to the monu¬
ment being occupied as seats, ho would saythut inch an arrangement would causo one half
of thoso occupying them, to set with their backs towards
the services. Besides, It would be imiiossible to prevent
the presence of a class of persons whose conduct would
not be agreeable to those engaged in the services.

Mr. Tatloe,of Va., said there was but one Sentiment in

fact.

. . nfMr. Rrogles, of N. Y., opposod the establishment of
the proposed Court of Appeals as a ^ndamental altora on
of tho spirit or the constitution of tho Church, converting
it by a single stroke of the pen, into a consolidated in¬
stead of a confederated body, by destroying the indepen¬
dence or the separate dioceeses. He dwelt strongly on the
fact that the judicial power had been expressly withheld
for the very purpose of preventing the General Conven¬
tion from ever interfering with the loral institutions, feel¬
ings or interests of tho diocesses fand this he declared to bo
the true secret of the peace and prosperity of the Church.
He pointed out tho difficulty and ombarrasnients in select¬
ing the court from the bishops so as to secure impartial
decisions, especially in cases of heresy, and to the abso¬
lute impossibility of establishing any arbitrary test in tho
doctrines of the Church, which he claimed embraced and
tolerated nearly every shade of oplaion, from Romanism
on tho one hand to Calvinism on the other. Mr. R vivid-
lv portrayed the past growth and future prospects of tuo
Church as a great united continental organization, nnd its
vital importance as one of the bonds of our political
union. Ho denounced the proposed Court of Appeals as
destructive of tlio pcuce of the Church and loading to its
inevitable disruption, schism and ruin. After adverting to
the extreme impolicy of engaging the General Convention
in controversies on subjects purely local and goographlcn ,ho predicted that the dismemberment of this occlosiasti-
cal union would greatly accelerate tho dissolution of our
political union.the most tremendous calamity, said Mr.
ltugglcs, which tho Western hemisphere could suffer. In
view of such a consequence, he concluded that it was the
highest office of the Church, by its wisdom, moderation
and, above all, bv refraining from interfering with mat¬
ters purely local, to hold up a constant cxamplo of concord
and fraternal feeling.

Mr. Ruggles' speech produced a decided impression,and was listened to throughout with the most marked at-

Scarcity of Laborers.Increased Value of Hegroet.Another
Cargo qf Over Pour Hundred, Africans Arrived.High
Prices Paid for litem.Assassination of a Young Creole
Official.General Concha about to Leave Cuba, cfc.
The scarcity of laboring hands on the South coast of

this island, and more especially iu the districts ranging
from Santa Cruz to Cienfuegoe, bos of late years become
so great that most of the planters have been compelled to
abandon their coffee estates and remove the negroes to
swell the dotations required for the cultivation of the su¬

gar cane. Five years ago a good Held hand in those dis¬
tricts could bo bought for 8400: at the present date a bo-
zalc or newly imported African will fetch from $900 to
.1,400.
The vicinity of Trinidad do Cuba, nnd particularly the

river Zarza, had been for years notorious as the grand
central depot for the introduction of slaves into the Island.
From Zarza they could easily bo removod into tho interior,
where they as readily found purchasers, and I suppose it
was owing to the great facility with which the planters In
those districts obtained fresh bands when they required
them that they neglected to fill up their dotations; so that
when the supply was suddenly stoppod by tho arrival of
British cruisers and local appointments, the distress of the
planters, whose negroes had suffered enormously from the
ravages of the cholera, Ac., was very great. Be this as it
may, the arrival or a slaver for the first time in at least
three years was hailed with delight, nnd the four hundred
and odd poor victims or human cupidity were two weeks
ago safely lauded up the river Zarza, turisdiction of Hancti
Splritus, and conveyed to an estate belonging to the Condor
B., where they were immediately distributed to the
surrounding planters nt prices averaging$1,000each. The
grenter portion, however, were retained by the consigneeor the expedition, who has just boughta plantation, and
quite lately held the important ofllco or Alcado Seguudoat Trinidad.
The landing of a cargo of bozalo negroes on tho shores

of Cuba is a matter of so common occurrence as to excitebut little attention now a-days, and 1 should scarcely have
entered into the details of this case had it not been attend¬
ed with an incident which has created considerable ex¬
citement here, and will serve to illustrate to whut lengthsthe piratical wretches who are engaged in this nefarious
traffic will go If thwarted in their wicked schemes. AyoungCreole, highly connected hero, a short time ago rocoived
from General Concha tho nppoinuncut of Government In¬
spector at Zarza, and was siq>poeod to have given Ids Excel¬
lency some information regarding tho recent landing. It
was mere supposition on their part, but that was sufficient
to seal his doom; the poor follow, a remarkably handsomennd intelligent young man, received an anonymous letter
requesting his presence at a given place for the purposeof denouncing to him a smuggling transaction which the
letter stated was about to be attempted in his district.
Unfortunately tho young man fell Into tho snare.he at¬
tended the r. ndezvoos at tho hour appointed, 8:60 I*. M.,
and was shot through tho heart. Tho Captain General
has sent down a commission to investigate all tho circum¬
stances of the case, ami has ordered that no means shall
be U.rt untried to bring the guilty parties to Justice. A
similar attempt waa made a few years ago to waylay the
British Consul, Mr. Sidney Smith; but tho precautions
taken by him frustrated the designs of the assassins, nl-
though lie attended the rendezvous to which they had in-
Vitcd him by anonyrrmns letter.
General Concha positively returns to Spain next month;but it has not yet been decided who is to sueoood him.

There must be a concentration of the trade of China as

opened by recent treaties at San Francisco, particularly jf
a railroad is immediately made connecting the PaciAo
coast with some point on tho Mississippi river, There are
grave reasons why such a road should be made, both in a
military and commercial point of view. Tho great increase
in importance of the English Eraser river conntry, by tho
discovery of gold, 4c., all malto it urgent that wo should
connect tho old States with California. If such a road i»
accomplished, it will Anally form the route over which the
rich treasures of the East will pass. The valnable part of
that trade is light, consisting of tea, silica, muslins and
delicate manufactures that can bear transportation on long
railroads, and a dry land route is better foe all such things
than the salt ulr of the sea, around cither the Cape of
Good Hope or Cape Horn. It is a remarkable tact in th»
history or nations that that nation has always controlled
tho public opinion and power of tho world that has con¬
trolled the trade of the East. It was so In Syria, ut Alex-
audria, Rome, Carthage, Holluud, Spain, Portugal and:
England. The reason Is, that it gives them the
of the world, and with it all banking and commercial
credit. Our l'acitic possessions give us the poeitlm if wa
make the railroad, and tho vast accumulated capital and
productions of the mighty empire of China about to bo
epened to tho world will fall into our hands If wo have the
wisdom and energy to seise it. Tho friondly feelings that
Jho Russians entertain for us. und their hatred of England
will greatly favor us in this race. This unlocking the bolts
und bars that have hitherto protected tho capital and trea¬
sure of Cbiua is like opening up a new world. But unlike
a new world where wealth Is to bo made, but whore it
already exists in tho accumulation of ages ready to be
borne off for tho Immediate bcnellt aud comfort of tho
more enterprising and civilized portions of the earth. Soma
point on the Mississippi, near the mouthof tho Ohio,seems
the proper place for one terminus of this conuection. If

Mississippi itself. By terminating the road there thosa
great streams coald bear tho beneAt of tho trade to tha
four quarters of the compass with facility, bosidea tho
groat railroads that will all verge from the neighborhood
of the same point bo us to touch the great valleys of pro¬
duction.

If the democratic party would boldy lift itself up to tha
consideration of great national issues, and thereby stale
tho mere local and factious issues, it would do much to¬
ward elevating our people and preserving our free institu¬
tions as a lasting benefit to mankind. The Arst great issua
ought to bo mado upon our govornment giving notice to
Great Britain to terminate tho treaty of 1819, by which we
bound ourselves to keep up a Joint Aect on the coast ol
Africa to keep down the slavo trade. Wo can do so bo-
causo of tho cx]icnse, and because it is a humbug and total
failure, as the trade lias not been diminished by that, and
it has actually increased tho "horrors of the middle'pas¬
sage."

Even In tho Southern States our leading men
fell under its influeuce. Randolph himself, soon after tho
war of 1812, introduced resolutions on a bill to abolish
slavery In the District of Columbia, and the Virginia I/Ws-
laturc, after tho Nat Turner insurrection in 1827 op.'28
camo within a few votes of abolishing slavery in Virginia.'
So, too, Haync, in his great debate with Webster an Foot'a
resolutions in 1830,admitted slavery to boa "great political
and moral evil." So, too, in Monroe's Cabinet, when ho
required the opinion of his Cabinet In writing as to tho
prohibition of slavory below 36 deg. 80 miu., got a re¬

sponse from all faverablo to it except J. Q. Adams; and
Crawford aud Oiihoun wore in that Cabinet. It was tho
samo Cabinet that in 1819 made that treaty with Great
Britain, binding ourselves to keep up a joint Acet on tho
coast of Africa to suppress the slave trade, and at tho
same time declaring It piracy and dcAning the punish¬
ment. All that Cabinet not only agreed to it, but urged
it, except again J. Q. Adams. Piracy is a crime detlned
under tho law of nations as accurately as murder is at
common law, and to declare Uiat piracy which the law of
nations docs not make piracy is an absurdity, ana thov
might us well have callod it arson, burglary, or anything
else. Hence the difficulty of executing it. "In tho High
Courts of Admiralty in Great Britain, as late even as 1827,
t was expressly declared that -innumerable acts had
been passed which regulated the condition of slaves and
which tend to consider them as ruponitae in commercio,
as mere goods and chattels, as subject to mortgages and
hable toi be sold for debts, taken in execution, Ac.: and
the highest courts in Englund-tho Court of the King's

than whom no higher mind ever illuminated Eng.
lish jurisprudence in one of his most luminous decisis
defines pirates to lie "freebooters, enomios of the human
race, renouncing every country, ravaging every country
in its coasts and vessels indiscriminately" acts which
make a man hostes humanx generit. Acts which constitute
piracy fall under the concurrent jurisdiction of all nations
It is a miserable attempt of Great Britain and our
government to alter tlio law of nations by the joint treaty
of 1819, declaring and punishing that as piracy which is
not recognized to be such under the ascertained and fixedlaws of the world. It was a wild blunder of politicians,tampering with law for political purposes. The reflectingmen of England, as well us ourselves, now see the error.
Besides, the great experiment of English and French
emancipation in tlio West Indies is about boing understood
by the world. It Is found that it benefits neither the
white nor tho black race, but both have degenerated un¬
der it; anil those portions of tho tropics most fertile In
producing the comforts of life.sugar, coffee, rice and
cotton.arc fast falling into unproductive jungles, and tho
race becoming barbaric. You aud I, as individuals,
are taught by readiDg, conversation and reflection,but great nations arc alone taught by greatevents. Thus the French and British emancipation in the
West Indies was a great event, aud tho world is just nowbeginning to reud the lesson It unfolds. There is nothing
so visionary as to theorize in government for a people; andfor one set of people to form a system on theoretical views
of abstract philanthropy, such as they may feci advisable
for themselves, educated as they are with their natures,
nnd to apply it to this practical condition of a different
race under totally different circumstances, is tho greatestabsurdity ever conceived of. All government is an ovil
in the abstract, and we only submit to it because it pre¬
vents a greater evil, which is anarchy; and that govern¬ment is best for any pcoplo tbat is found best adapted to
their nature and the practical wants of their society. Eve¬
rything else Is visionary and docs barm, and tbisgreatex-
periment of abstract philanthropic theorists in tho British
and West India Islands, is now enforcing these truths
upon the public mind. France is openly repudiating all
sno ever did before, and is actually opening African im¬
portation for her troplcnl regions in Algiers and the West
Indies' on a scale of princely magnificence, and I know
tbo fact, site intends to pursue it. She would undoubted¬
ly rejoice to have us give notice to Great Britain to termi¬
nate our joint treaty of 1818, and the leading minds ol
Great Britain now rising into power would also be glad of
it, but they dislike to move first because of their national
pride heretofore involved in it. The question of abund¬
ant labor for the tropics is far more Important to New
England, (lid England and Frnnco, than to those who have
slaves and are identified in producing rice, sugar, coffee
and cotton. What tho former want for tho comforts of
their artisan and mechanic labor, and their poor masses,
is cheap coffee, cheap sugar, cheap rlco and cotton. How-
can tliis be done without labor? There are thousands now-
asking this question. The truth is, civilization cannot ex¬
pand or grow in strength in France, England or New
England without an enlargement of the prime necessities
of life for their teaming laborers. They cannot acquire by
war nnd plunder what they have horotoforo done. Tlio
world has passed that point; but by producing tho neces¬
sary comforts of life under the tropics, iu enlarged abun¬
dance, it but elevates tho poorer classes who livo in
tlic more temperate regions of the earth, and enable them
10 receive ull tho benefits of the tropics through tho ex¬
changeable value of tliolr artisan, manufacturing and me¬
chanic skill, and thus morn certainly to increnso their
power nud control over the destinies of tho world. These
arc tho very i*>ints now being thought of amongst those
very people who thirty-live years ago worn tho most ultra
In their views of enforcing abstract philanthropy, instead
or looking to the real comforts of tho active and entcrpris
ing j'oor among themselves.
The first great tnove In the democratic party then, is to

give notice to Great Britain to terminate our joint treatyof 1819. The next groat move is to acquire Cuba, and this
is but a branch of the first, and follows it. For tbo same
views, as to enlarging the productions of the priroo neces¬
saries aud comforts of life, rise with ten-fold importanceconnected with our acquisition of Cuba. Under American
capital, enterprise and talent, and above all undar our
free government, tho productions of that -'gem of tho
ocean'" would double in amount, and if the shackles could
bo knocked from her ankles nnd wrists, she would rlso-liko Venus from the sprny of the ocean, with her tone so-
bright and her brow so radiant tbat she would indeed bo
worthy to become tho presiding genius amid our stars and
stripes forever and forovor. It would restore the harmo¬
ny of our confederacy by restoring tho balonco of power,nnd give dignity to our politics by enabling both sections
to feci conscious of sufficient strength to protect them¬
selves, if need bo, in nny great emergency. Spain her¬
self Is deeply interested In the transfer. It would enable
her to pay a pnrt of tlm large debt now duo the English,
nnd to turn licr resources towards tho developoment »t
her own internal reforms. As it is, Cuba costs Spain
nearly as much as she receives. The expenses of an army
nnd tli et and nil (lie paraphernalia of government nee s-

snry to keep Cuba in subjection, nli.-xirbs very nearly n't
her immense taxation or rather tho net revenue, and it u
